G.S.R. 286(E):—1'he following draft of certain rules further 
to amend the Payment of Wages (Mines) Rules 1956 herein¬ 
after referred to as the said rules which the Central Govern¬ 
ment proposes to make in exercise of the powers conierred 
by sub-sections (2) and (3) of Section 26 read with section 24 
of the Payment of Wages Act. 1936 (4 of 1936), is hereby 
published as required by sub-section (5) of section 26 of the 
said Act for information of all persons likely to be affected— 
thereby and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be 
taken into consideration after the expiry of three months 
from the date of publication of this notification in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Any objection or suggestion which may be received fioiu 
any person on the receipt of the said draft before the date 
»0 specified will be considered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

The Payment of Wages (Mines) Amendment Rules, 1983 

1. These rules may be called the Payment of Wages 
(Mines) Amendment Rules, 1983, 

2. In lule 2 of the Payment of Wages (Mines) Rules, 
1956,— 

(a) after clause (b). the following clause shall he n- 
serted, namely .— 

lL (bb)” Cheif Labour Commissioner (Central) ‘'merns an 
officer appointed as such by the Central Government' 1 , 

After clause (g), the following clause shall be uscrled, 
namclv :■— 

“(gg> “family’' means,— 

(i) in case of a male employed person, his- wife, h : s 
children, whether married or unmarried, h ; s de¬ 
pendent parents and his deceased sons, widows' 
and children; 


(11) in case of a female employed person, her husband, 
her children, whether married or unmarried, her 
dependent parents, her husband’s dependent parent* 
and her deceased sons”, widows’ and children”. 

3. After rule 2A, the following rules shall be inserted 
namely :— 

“2B Nominations.—(1) In case an employed person is 
already in employment on the date of commencement of the 
Payment of Wages (Mines) Amendment Rules, 1983 ordinarily 
within 60 days from such date, and in case an employed person 
has been employed after the date of commencement of the 
said rules, ordinarily within 30 days from the day he is em¬ 
ployed, shall nominate a person conferring on him the right 
to receive all amounts payable to him as wages if such amounts 
could not or cannot be paid on account of his death before the 
payment or on account of his whereabouts not being known. 
The nomination shall be in Form B and submitted in duplicate 
by the employed person by personal service, after taking pro¬ 
per receipt thereof or by sending through registered post with 
acknowledgement due to the employer. 

Provided that nomination in Form B shall be accepted by 
the employer even after the expiry of the specified period, if 
filed with reasonable grounds for delay and no nomination 
so accepted shall be invalid mainly because it was filed after 
the expiry of the specified period. 

(2) Within 30 days of the receipt of the nomination in Form 
B under sub-rule (1), the employer shall get the service parti¬ 
culars of the employed person, as mentioned in the form of 
nomination, verified with reference to records of the mine and 
returned to the employed person, after obta ning a receipt 
theieof, the duplicate copy of the nomination in Form B duly 
attested either by the employer or an officer authorised in this 
behalf by him, as a token of recording of the nomination 
by the employer and the other copy of (he nominaffon shall 
be recorded and filed in the manner prescribed in sub-l'ulc(l) 
of rule 2C. 

(3) If an employed person has a family at the time of mak¬ 
ing a nomination, the nomination shall be in favour of a 
person belonging to his family. Any nomination made by such 
employed person in favour of a person Dot belonging to his 
family, shall be void. 

(4) If at the time of making a nomination, the employed 
person has no family, the nomination may be made ip favour 
of any person but as soon as the employed person subsequen¬ 
tly acquires a family, such nomination shall forthwith be deem¬ 
ed to be vo'd and the employer person shall, within 30 days 
of acquiring a family, submit in (he manner as specified in 
sub-rule (1), submit a fresh nomination in duplicate in Form 
C to (be employer and thereafter the provisions of sub-rule (2) 
shall apply mutatis mutandis as if it was made under sub 
rule (1). 

(5) If the nominee pre-deceases the employed person, the in¬ 
terest of the nominee shall revert to the employed person who 
shall, within a period of thirty days from the death of the 
nominee, make fresh nomination in (be manner hereinafter 
provided for. 

(6) A notice of modification of a nomination including 
cases where a nominee pre-deceases an employed person, shall 
be submitted in duplicate in Form D to the employer in the 
manner specified in sub-rule (1) and thereafter the provisions 
of sub-rule (2) shall apply mutatis mutandis as if it was made 
under sub-rule (1). 

(7) Tile employed person shall not nominate a person who 
is a miner. 

(8) A nomination, a fresh nomination or a notice of modi¬ 
fication of nominat'on shall be signed by the employed person 
or. if illiterate, bear his thumb impression iji the presence of 
two witnesses who shall also s : gn a declaration to that effect 
in (he nomination, flesh nomination, or a notice of modifi¬ 
cation of nomination as the case may be. 

(9) A nomination, fresh nomination or a notice of modifi¬ 
cation of nomination shall take effect from the date of 
iCeeipt thereof by the employer. 
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2 C. Register of nominations,—(1) The emjfftoyer shall 
rccoxd and file all nominations, fresh nominations and .notices 
of modification of nominations, as the case may be, in the 
register of nominations which shall be maintained chronolo¬ 
gically by the employer in Form E. 

(2) The register of nominations shall be maintained by 
the employer uptodate and kept permanently at the work spot 
or where the employer experiences difficulty in keeping them 
at the work spot, at any other suitable place, a 9 may be ap¬ 
proved by the Regional labour Commissioner (Central) in 
this behalf". 

4. In sub-rule (1) of rule 6 of the said rules, after the 
words, ‘Every register’ the words, ‘other than the register of 
nominations, shall be added. 

5. The existing rule 9 shall be re-numbered as sub-rule (1) 
and the following sub-rule shall be inserted as sub-rule (2) of 
rule 9, namely :—• 

“(2) The Cheif Labour Commissioner (Central) shall 
be the prescribed authority with whom amounts 
required to be deposited under clause (b) of sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of section 25A of the Act, shall be deposit¬ 
ed and who shall deal with the amounts so deposited 
in the manner prescribed in rule 19B" 

6. After rule 19. the following rules shall ho inserted, 
namely 

“19,\ Deposit of amounts of undisbursed wages.—(I) Whale 
all amounts payable as wages to person employed 
in a mine remains undisbursed because either no 
nomination had been made by the employed person 
or for any reasons such amounts could not be paid to 
the nominee of the employer person until the expiry 
of one year from the date the same had become pay¬ 
able, all such amounts shall be deposited by the 
employer with the Chief Labour Commissioner 
(Central) before the expiry of the fifteenth day 
after the last day of the said period of one year. 

(2) The amounts referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be 
deposited by (he employer through ciossed demand 
draft obtained from any Scheduled Bank in India 
drawn in favour of (be Chief Labour Commissioner 
(Central), New Delhi, and such demand draft shall 
be submitted by the employer to the Chief Labour 
Commissioner (Central) together with relevant details 
in Form VT-A by registered post simultaneously 
endorsing its copy to the Regional Labour Commis¬ 
sioner (Central) concerned. 

19B Manner of dealing with the amounts.—(1) The amount 
deposited under rule 19A shall be applied by the 
Chief Labour Commissioner (Central to meet the 
expenditure incurred in connection with the measures 
which, in his opinion are necessary or expedient to 
promote the welfare of persons employed in mines 
and in particular to defray the cost of measures for 
the benefit of persons employed in the mines direct¬ 
ed towards,— 

(i) the provision and improvement of educational faci¬ 
lities; 

(ii) the provision and improvement of lecreational facili¬ 
ties; 

(iii) the provision and improvement of family welfare in¬ 
cluding family planning; 

(iv) the provision and improvement of vacational training. 

rehabilitation of disabled and band'capped versons; 
and 

(v) the piovision and improvement of transport facilities. 

(2) The expcndituie incurred in connection with the mea¬ 
sures referred to in sub-rule (1) either by an employer in ’C- 
lation to a mine or a-trade union registered under the Trade 
Unions Act. 1926 of persons employed in a mine nav bo re¬ 
imbursed to the person concerned by the Cheif I abour Com¬ 
missioner (Central) either wholly or partly at his discret : on. 
ruovided he is satisfied that the expenditure lws been actually 
incurred by that person for the bonnfide purpose specified in 
the sub-rule (1)”. 


7. In Form V of the said rules,—, 

(a) for the figure “1,000" appearing at items 3(a), (b) 
and (d) and items 4 and 5, the figures, “1,600" 
shall be substituted; 

(b) after item 7, following item shtdl be inserted

(b) in clause (a) of sub-item (2) of item 9, lor the 
words, “naye paise in the rupee”, the words, “per 
cent of the wages payable to him in respect of 
that wage period in which fine is imposed” shall 
be substituted ; 

(c) at item 12, after the words, “Central Government” 
the words and brackets, “or the Chief Labour Com- 
misioner (Central)” shall be added ; 

(d) after item 12, the following item shall be inserted, 
namely— 

“12-A. Deductions can be made with the written 
authorisation of the employed person for payment 
of his contribution to any fund constituted by 
the employer or a trade union rcgisteied under 
the Trade Unions Act, 1926 for the welfare of 
the employed persons or the members of their 
families or both, and approved by the Central 
Government or any officer specified by it in this 
behalf, during the continuance of such approval". 

(e) after item 14, the following item shall be inserted, 

namely— 

“14-A. Deductions can be made with the written 
authorisation of the employed person for pay¬ 
ment of fees payable by him for the membership 
of any trade union reg : stcred under the Trade 
Unions Act, 1926;’’ 

(f) at item 15, after the words, “approved by the Central 

Government”, the words and the brackets “or the 
Chief Labour Commisioncr (Central)" shall be add¬ 
ed before the words, “or to the postal insurance”; 

(g) after item 19, the following words and items shall 

be inserted, namely— 


PAYMFNT OF UNDTSBURSFD WAGES

19A(1). If all amounts payable to an employed person as 
wages could not or cannot be paid on account of his death 
before payment or on account of his whereabouts not being 
known shall be paid to the person nominated by him in this 
behalf. 

(2) Where wages remains undisbursed because cither no 
nomination had been made bv the employed person or for any 
leasons such amounts could not be paid to the nominee of the 
employed person until the expiry of one year from the date 
the same had become payable, all amounts of such undisburs¬ 
ed wages shall he deposited by the employer wfith the Cheif 
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Labour Commissioner (Central) New Delhi before the expiry 
of the fifteenth day after the last day of the said period of 
one year. 

Manner of dealing with deposited amounts 

19B. (1) The amounts of undisbursed wages deposited with 
the Chief Labour Commissioner (Central) shall be applied 
by him to meet the expenditure in connection with the measures 
to promote the welfare of persons employed in mines parti- 
culary to defiay the cost of measures for the benefit of persons 
employed in mines such as the provision and improvement of 
educational, recreational and transport facilities, family wel¬ 
fares including family planning, vocational training, and re¬ 
habilitation of disabled and" handicapped persons. 

(2) The expenditure so incurred either by an employer in 
relation to a mine or a trade union or persons employed in a 
mine, registered under Trade Unions -&ct, 1926 may be re¬ 
imbursed to the person concerned by the Chief Labour Com¬ 
missioner (Central) either wholly or partly at his discretion.

G.S.R. 287(E).—The following draft of certain utles further 
to amend the Payment of Wages (Air Transport Set vices) Rules 
1968 hereinafter referred to us the said rules, which the Cent¬ 
ral Government pi eposes to make in exercise of die powers 
conferred hy sub-section (2) and (3) of section 26 read with 
section 24 ol the Payment of Wages Act 1936 (4 of 1936) 
is hereby pub) shed as required by sub-section (5) of section 
26 of the said Act for information of till pci sons likely to 
be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the said 
draft will be taken into consideration after the expiiy of thieg 
months from the date of the publication of this notification in 
the official gazette. 

2. Any objection or suggestion which muy be received from 
any person on the receipt of the said draft before the date so 
specified will be considered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

Payment of Wages (Air Transport Services) Amendment 
Kuleji 1983. 

(1) These rules may be called the Payment of Wages ( Air 
Transport Services) Amendment Rules 1983. 

(2) In rule 2 of the Payment of Wages (Air Transport Ser* 
vices) Rules 1968, “(a) after clause (cl, the followdng shall be 
inserted, namely; ‘‘(cc) ‘Cherf Labour Commissioner (Cen¬ 
tral)’ means an officer appointed as such by the Central Gover- 
nment;” 

(b) after the clause (1), the following clause shall be insert¬ 
ed, namely: “(11) “family” means—» 

(i) in case of a male employed person, his wife, bis children, 
whether tarried or unmarried, bis dependent parents and de¬ 
ceased sons’ widows’ and children; 

(ii) in case of a female employed person, her husband, her 
childten, whether married or unmarried, her dependent pmcnis. 
her husband’s dependent parents and her deceased sons’ widow*’ 
and children”. 

3. Aftei rule 3, the following rules shall be inserted, 
namely:— 

“3A. Nom'nations, (1) in. case an employed person is alieadv 
in employment on the date of commencement of the Payment 
of Wages (Air Transport Services) Amendment Rules 1983 
ordinarily within 60 days from such date, and in case an em¬ 
ployed person has been employed after the date of the com¬ 
mencement of the said rules, ordinarily within 30 days front 
the day he Is employed shall nominate a person conferring 
on him the right to receive all amounts payable to him as 
wages, if such amounts could not or can not be paid on ac¬ 
count of his death before the payment or on. Recount of 
his whereabouts not being known. The nomination shall he 
in Form A and submitted in duplicate bv the employed rerson 
by personal service, after taking proper receipt thereof or bv 
sending through registered posi with acknowledgement due 
to the employer. 

-Provided "that nomination in Form A shall be accepted by 
fh« employer even after the expiry of the specified period if 
filed with reasonable grounds for delay and no nomination so 
accepted shalt be invalid mainly because it was filed after 
the expiry of the specified period, 

(2) Within 30 days from the rece'pt of the nomination in 
Form A under sub-rule (1), the employer shall get the service 
particulars of the employed person as mentioned in the form of 
nomination, verified with reference to records of the Air Trans¬ 
port Services and returned to the employed person after ob¬ 
taining a receipt thereof, the duplicate copy of the nomination 
in Form A dulv attested either by the employer or an officer 
authorised In this behalf by him as a token of iccording of 
the nomination.by the employer and the other copy of the 
nomination shall be recorded and filed in the manner pres¬ 
cribed in sub-rule ( 1 ) of rule 3 B, 

(3) If an employed person has a family at the time of mak¬ 
ing a nomination, the nomination shall he in favour of a per- 
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son belonging to his family. Any nomination made by such 
employed pci son in favour of a person not belonging to his 
tamily shall be void. 

(4) If at the time of making a nomination, the employed 
person has no family, the nomination may be made in favour 
of any person but as soon as the employed person, subsequently 
acquires a family, such nomination shall forthwith be deemed 
to be void and the employed person shall, within 30 days of 
acquiring a family, submit in the manner as specified in sub- 
rule (1) a fresh nomination in duplicate in Foim B to the em¬ 
ployer and thereafter the provisions of sub-rule (2) shall apply 
mutatis mutandis, us if it was made under sub-rule (1). 

(5) If the nominee predeceses an employed person, the in¬ 
terest of the nominee shall i evert to the employed person who 
shall within a period of 30 days from the death of tire nominee 
make a fresh nomination in the manner hereinafter provided 
for. 

(6) A notice of modification of a nomination including 
cases where a nominee pre-deceases an employed person shall 
be submitted in duplicate in Form C to the employer in the 
manner specified in sub-rule (1) and thereafter the provisions 
of sub-rule (2) shall apply mulnlis mutandis as if it was made 
under sub-rule (1). 

(7) The employed person shall not nominate a person who 
■ is a minor. 

(8) A nomination or a fresh nomination or a notice of modi¬ 
fication of nomination shall be signed by the employed person 
or if illiterate, bear h s thumb imprexsiop in the presence of 
two witnesses who shall also sign a declaration to that effect 
in the nomination fresh nomination or a notice of modification 
of nomination as the case may be. 

(9) A nomination, a fresh nomination or a notice of modi¬ 
fication of nomination shall take effect from the date of receipt 
thereof bv the employer. 

3R, Register of nominations ,—(1) The employer shall re¬ 
cord and file all nominations, fresh nominations and notices of 
modification of nominations us the case miiv be in the register 
of nominations which stiall be maintained chronologically 
by I lie emplover in Form D. 

(2) The legister of nominations shall be maintained by 
the employer up-to-din'e and kept permanently at the work- 
snot or where (he emplover experiences difficulty in keening 
them at the vvorkspot, at nriv other suitable place as may 
be appioved tw the Region:.I Labour Commissioner (Central) 
in this bebrilt. 

4. In sub-rule (1) of iule 8 of the said rules, after the 
words ‘Fverv register', th n words ‘other than legister of 
nominations' shall be added; 

5. After iule 9, the following rule shall be insetted 
namely :—- 

"9A. Prescribed authority—The Chief Labour Com¬ 
missioner (Central) shall be the prescribed autho¬ 
rity with whom amounts required to be deposited 
under clause (b) of sub section (1) of section 25A 
of the Act shall be deposited and who shall deal 
with the amounts so deposited in the manner pre¬ 
scribed in rule 18B’’. 

6. In sub-rule (2) of rple 18. the clauses (i) and (ii) shall 
be deleted and the existing clauses (iii) and (Iv) shall 
be le-numbered as clauses (i) and (ii) respectively.'

Payment of Wages (.Railways) Amendment Rules 1*983 

1. These rules may be called the Payment of Wages (Rail¬ 
ways) Amendment Rules 1983. 

2.1n rule 2 of the Payment of Wages (Railways) Rules, 
1938. after clause (g), the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely : 

“(gg) “family’’ means— 

(i) In case of a .male employed person, his wife, his 

children, whether married or unmarried, his depend¬ 
ent parents and his deceased sons’ widows’ and 
children. 

(ii) In case of a female employed person, her husband, 

her children whether married or unmarried, her 
dependent parents, her husband’s dependent parents 
and her deceased sons’ widows’ and children." 

3. After rule 2, the following rules shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

"2A nominations—(1) In case an employed persons is al¬ 
ready in employment on the date of commencement 
of Payment of Wages (Railways! Amendment Rules 
1983, ordinarily within 60 days from such date, and 
in case an employed person has been employed after 
the date of the commencement of the said rules, 
ordinarily within 30 days from the day he is employ¬ 
ed shall nominate a person conferring on him the 
right to receive all amounts payable to him as 
wages, if such amounts could not or cannot be paid

employed person after obtaining a receipt thercol, 
the duplicate copy of the nomination in Form A 
duly attested cither by the pay master or an olliccr 
authorised in this behalf by him as a token of re¬ 
cording of nomination by the pay master and the 
other copy of the nomination sli^ll be recorded and 
filed in tfic manner prescribed in sub-rule (1) of 
rulo 2B. 

(3) If an employed person has a family at the time 

of making nomination, the nomination shall be in 
favour of person belonging to his family. Any nomi¬ 
nation made by such employed person in favour of 
a person not belonging to his family shall be void. 

( 4 ) If at the time of making a nomination, the employ¬ 
ed person haa no family, the nomination may he 
made in favour of any person but as soon as the 
employed person subsequently acquires a family, 
•ueh nomination shall forthwith be deemed to be 
void and the employed person shall, within 30 days 
of acquiring a family, submit in the manner as spe¬ 
cified in sub-rule (lj a freifi nomination in duplicate 
in Form JB to the pay master and thereafter the 
provisions of sub-rule (2) shall apply mutatis mutan 
dis as if it was made under sub-rule ft)- 

(5) If the nominee pre-deceases the employed person, the 

interest of the nominee shall revert to the employed 
person who shall within a period of 30 days from 
the death of the nominee make a fresh nomination 
in the manner hereinafter provided for. 

(6) A notice of modification of a nomination including 
cases where a nominee pre-deceases an employed 
person, shall submit in duplicate in Form C 
to the pay master in the manner specified ip. sub- 
rule (1) and thereafter the provisions of sub-rule (2) 
shall apply mutatis mutandis as if it was made in 
sub-rule (1). 

(7) The employed person shall not nominate a peison 
who is a minor. 

("8) A nomination or a fresh nomination or notice of 
modification of nomination shall be signed by the 
©mployed person or, if illiterate bear his thumb 
impression m the presence of two witnesses, who 
shall also sign a declaration to that effect m the 
nomination, fresh nomination or a notice of modifi¬ 
cation of nomination, as the case may be. 

(5) A nomination, fresh nomination or a notice of modi¬ 
fication of nomination shall take effect from the 
date of receipt thereof by the pay master. 

2B. Register of nominations.—(1) The pay master shall 
record and file all nominations, fresh nominat'ons 
and notices of modification of nominations as the 
case may be in the register of nominations which 
shall be maintained chronologically bv the pnv mas¬ 
ter in Form D. 


(. 2 ) The register - of nominations shall be maintained by 
me pay master upmdate and Kept permanently at 
me wotk-sptu in wUetc the pay master experiences 
difficulty in keeping them at the work-spot, at any 
other suitable place, as may be approved by the 
Regional Labour Commissioner (Cential) in this 
behalf. 

(3) The register of nominations shall normally be main¬ 
tained in iiglish but where it is maintained in any 
other language than English, a true translation there¬ 
of in English shall be available.” 

4. The existing l’Ule 9 shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1 ) 

and the following sub-rule shall be inserted as sub-rule ( 2 ) 

of rule 9 namely: 

“12) The Chief Labour Commissioner (Central) shall be 
the prescribed authority with whom amounts re¬ 
quired to be deposited under clause lb) of sub-section 
11) of section 25A of the Act shall be deposited 

and who shall deal with the amounts so deposited 

in the manner prescribed in rule 18B.” 

5. After rule 18, the following Rules shall be inserted, 
namely: 

“18A. Deposit of amount ofr undisbursed wages,—(ij 
Where all amounts payable as wages to a person 
employed by the pay master remains undisbursed 
because either no nomination has been made by the 
employed person or for any reasons, such amounts 
could not be paid to the nominee of the employed 
person until the expiry of one year from the date 
the same had become payable, all such amounts 
shall be deposited by the employer with the Chief 
Labour Commissioner (Central) before the expiry of 
the 15th day after the last day of the said period of 
one year. 

(2) The amounts referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be 
deposited by the pay master through crossed demand 
draft obtained from any Scheduled Bank in India 
drawn in favour of the Chief Labour Commissio¬ 
ner (Central) New Delhi, and 3uch demand draft 
shall be submitted by the pay master to the Chief 
Labour Commissioner (Central) together svith rele¬ 
vant details in Form VI by registered post simul¬ 
taneously endorsing its copy to the Regional Labour 
Commissioner (Central) concerned. 

18B Manner of dealing with amounts— (1) The amounts 
deposited under rule 18A shall be applied by the Chief Laboui 
Commissioner (Central) to meet the expenditure incurred in 
connection with the measures which in his opinion are neces¬ 
sary or expedient to promote the welfare of persons employed 
upon railways, and in particular to defray the cost of measures 
for the benefit of persons employed upon railways directed 
towards— 

(i) the provision and improvement of educational faci¬ 

lities; 

(ii) the provision and improvement of recreational faci¬ 
lities; 

(iii) the provision and improvement of family welfare, 
including family planning; 

(iv) the provision and improvement of vocational training, 
rehabilitation of disabled and handicapped persons; 
and 

(v) the provision and improvement of transport facilities. 

2. The expenditure incurred in connection with the measures 
referred to in sub-rule ( 1 ) either by a pay master or a trade 
union registered under the Trade Union Act, 1926 of persons 
employed upon railways may be reimbursed tg the persons 
concerned by the Chief Labour Commissioner (Central) either 
wholly or partly at his discretion, provided he is satisfied that 
the expenditure has been actually incurred by that person for the 
bona fide purpose specified in sub-rule (1).” 

6. In form TO of the said rules— 

(a) for the figuics “1000" appearing at items 3(c) and 
5, the figures “1,600” shall be substituted;
